“ON ACCOUNT OF SICKNESS.” 


Representatives Granted Lenves of 
Absence—There Was No Quorum. 
Washington, August 16.—The large unoc- 

cupied spaces on the floor of the hall of the 

house of representatives today demonstrat- 
ed more thoroughly than any other fact 
could, probably, that the en@ of the session 
is near at hand; The attendance was about 
the same as on Friday night at pension ses- 
sions, and the presence 6f'a quorum, it is 
believed, could not have been obtained. All 
business transacted. from.this time forward 
will have to be done by -uhanimous consent. 

A number of representatives were granted 
leaves of absence for an indefinite periad 
“on account of sickness.’’ An epidemic 
seems to have broken out among members 
since the tariff bill was disposed of. Most 
of the day was spent in discussing the item 
in the general deficiency appropriation bill, 
added. by the senate providing for the pay- 
ment of a judgment in favor of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company for the transpor- 
tation of troops, mails an@ merchandise for 
the United States. The payment of the 
roney was bitterly opposed by numbers of 
representatives and strongly urged by oth- 
ers, and by a vote of 90 to 41 the house re- 
fused to concur in the amendment. A few 
minutes later, however, on the recommenda- 
tion of the conferees, it was agr#ed to pass 
the bill with a reduction of the amount of 
this item to $1,275,000. 

An effort was made to secure the imme- 
diate consideration for the bill to prohibit 
the immigration of anarchists into the 
United States, passed today by the senate; 
but objection was made by Messrs. Trac:2y, 
Warner and others, and the measure was 
« referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

Le McMillin bill to amend the tariff bill 
sO as to take alcohol for use in the arts off 
the free list, was reported from the commit- 
tee On ways and means, and after a brief 
debate passed—145 to 3. 

Mr. Sayers, chairman of the committee on 
appropriations, made the following state- 
ment of the apprepriations for the majority 
of the committee: Bae 
“The ‘appropriations matte atthe present ' 
and extradrdinary session of congress, in- 
cluding regular annual appropriations and 
permanent annual appropriations, amount 
to $490.663,369. They are less than the esti- 
mates submitted by 329,994,471; less than th:

appropriations made at the first session of 
the last congress by $16,931,819; less than the 
appropriations at the last session of the fif- 
ty-first congress by $50,555,481; less than the 
appropriations made at the first session of 
the 5list congress by $3,789,145." 

The speaker announced the enrollment 
and signing of the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill and the house, at 4:45 o’clock, ad- 
journed until next Monday. [ 


WAYS AND MEANS. 


The First Meeting in Several Weeks. 
Reed’s Sarcasm. 
Washington, August 16.—The first meeting 
for several weeks of the house ways and 
means committee was held this afternoon. 
Mr. Wilson, the chairman of the committee, 
came back from Wiest Virginia, in order to 
be present. The purpose of the meeting 
was to consider the bill introduced yester- 
day by Mr. McMillin, of Tennesses, to cor- 
rect the paragraph of the tariff bill which 
makes free alcohol used in the arts and in 
medical compounds. It was ordered to be 

reported favorably without division. 

Mr. Tarsney, of Missouri, then called up 
a bill introduced by him on Monday last, | 
which provides that lead ore in which the 
component of ehief*value is silver, shall be 
declared silver ore and permitted to enter 
free of duty. The republicans opposed the 
bill and it was defeated by a strict party 
vote—6 to 5. | 

Before the meeting adjourned, Chairman 
Wilson announced that he had been inform- 
ed by the officials of the treasury depart- 
ment that the paragraph in the tariff bill 
relating to diamonds could be so construed 
as to permit the free entrance of those ar- 
ticles and said that at a subsequent meet- 
ing a bill correcting the paragraph would 
be called up. 

‘This led Mr. Reed, of Maine, to remark 
sarcastically that the poor people of the 
country ought not to be denied the privi- 
lege of free diamonds if they wanted them, 
This observation caused a general laugh, 
which was followed immicdiately by ad- 
journment of the committee, 


WHEN IT WILL TAKE EFFECT. 


Explained by the Treasury Depart- 
ment—Importers Are in Doubt. 
Washington, August 16.—Doubt still ex- 
ists in the minds of many importers as to 
the assessment of duty on goods arriving in 
this country prior to or the day the tariff 
bill becomes effective, but not formally en- 
tered until after the bill ha» become a 
law. In reference to this conrusion it is 
explained at the treasury department that 
the bill will not go into effect until the 
day after the president’s signature +5 af- 
fixed or the law becomes operative through 
the expiration of the ten days’. limit. In 
other words, if the bill was signed today, 
‘Thursday, August 16th, it would become 
operative one second after midnixnt, or at 
the beginning of Friday, August ith. 
Therefore, as the law does not vecome 
operative until the day following its ap-

EVANS 18 NOW THE FORMAL NOMINEE. 


Tillman Broke Up the Slate and Pre- 
sented Other Nominations. 


ALLIANCEMEN ARE. GONCILIATED. 


Their Ocala Demands Are Recognized and 
Then They Fall in Line Beautifully and 
Help to Nominate a Favorite. 


11 o’clock last night it was settled that the 
Tillmanite state convention today would 
nominate a full state ticket composed of 
political friends of John Gary Evans. One 
hour later it was settled that the conven- 
tion would nominate Evans and Timmer- 
man and adjourn. Mr. Evans himself had 
spoken in the meantime, urging the latter 
course and stating that Governor Tillman 


vention was over this question of nominat- 
ing a full ticket, and in spite of an evident 
preponderance of sentiment in favor of it, 
Governor Tillman’s advice, as usual, pre- 
vailed. 

Governor Tillman and Mr. Evans doubt- 
less recognized the existence of great dis- 
satisfaction in the reform ranks. I, the full 
ticket had been nominated it would have 
comprised only Evans partisans and a dozen

defeated aspirants would have gone home 
with knives up their sleeves for Evans and 
even Tillman himself. The movement to 
nominate was engineered by a mumber of 
the candidates ‘themselves and the game 
was in their hands until the two leaders in- 
terfered. 

A significant feature of the convention 
was the action of W. D. Evans, president 
of the state alliance. As soon as the conven- 
tion was organized, he introduced a set of 
resolutions demanding that all the Ocala de- 
mands be considered the reform platform. 
Inasmuch as Governor Tillman had fought

it looked for a moment as though Evans 
meant fight and had thrown down the 
gauntlet. A delegate moved to strike out 
the subtreasury section, but he barely re- 
ceived a second. In another moment the 
entire platform had been gulped down. It 
is believed from this. that an understanding 
had been reached by which Evans and the 
alliance were to be pacified. 

Later, W. D. Evans placed Ellerbe’s name 
in nomination, describing him as a man ‘“‘as 
true and tried; as the man who would be the 
next governor.’”’ When it is remembered that 
Evans has been generally spoken of as a 
possible opponent of John Gary Evans in 
the primaries, this expression is significant 
that he and his friends have resolved to 
leave off further resistance. Later on Evans 
and J. E. Ellerbe, a brother of the candi- 
date, both moved to make the nomination 
of John Gary Evans unanimous. 

The chief result of the convention then 
has been to repress all signs of dissatisfac- 
tion among the opponents of John Gary 
Evans, who appear to have reached the con- 
clusion that the wisest policy is uncondition- 
al surrender. 

Dr. Sampson Pope is still in the race for 
governor, and this afternoon gave to the 
press a letter from which the following is 
an excerp.: 

“IT say to my friends all over the state, 
select in each county a Hst of delegates— 
vote for them and elect them and their 
votes will be counted im the convention or 
I will know the reason why. The voice of 
the people cann*t be and shall not be 
stifled. Forty thousand reformers did not 
vote at the recent primary. In not voting 
they put their feet down on rings, and on 
the 28th of this month they will speak at 
the polls in further condemnation of such 
methods.”

CASERIO SANTO EXECUTED. 


Witnessed by Thousands of People. 
He Died in Terror. 

Lyons, August 16.—The execution of Ca- 
serio Santo took place at 4:55 o’clock, broad 
daylight,. as stated in this morning’s 
Constitution, was witnessed by @ great 
number of people. Windows in the vicin- 
ity were crowded with ladies dressed in 
fashionable toilets; rooftops and every 
place of vantage thronged with people. 
Fabulous prices were paid for places at 
windows overlooking the execution. This 
was the open space at the junction of Rue 
Smith and Rue Coursuchet, with the prison 
on one side and the gendarmes’ barracks 
on another, and a large wall on the third, 
while Rue Smith was barricaded about 
seventy meters from where the guillotine 
was erected. This barricade was guarded 
by a squadron of Curassiers and another 
detachment was stationed in Rue Cour- 
suchet. Four hundred men of the Ninety- 
eighth regiment formed one line and 500 
police and gendarmes formed a cordon 
around the place of execution. All accounts 
fropx those who were near the assassin 
at his last moments agree that Santo died 
in abject terror.

NOT A SQUARE DEAL. 


The Britannia Engages the Vigilan’ All vw- 
ing Satanita to Win. 


WALES'S YACH? WORRIED G(OLYS 


From Start to Finish the Prince’s 
Boat Was Jockeying. 


SHE BLANKETED THE AMERICAN, 


Time and Agsin She Would Take the 
Wind Out of the Vigilant’s Sails and 
Made a Monkey oi Her. 


Ryde, August 16.—Whatever chance tne 
Vigilant may have had in the race today 
for the Ryde town cup, valued at $5uu, 
she was forced to sacrifice it in jockeying 
with the Britannia, which clung to her 
throughout the cuntest, occasionally forcing 
her into shallows, where, in winawara 
work, she found it impossible to use the 
full depth of her certer board, and thus 
made lee-way, which was beneficial to the 
Britannia. The object of the skipper on 
the prince’s cutter seemed to be to heip 
the Satanita win the race. 

Captain Hank Haff declared in an inter- 
view that this was undoubtedly Captain 
Carter’s scheme. The yankee skipper says 
that after crossing the line the Britannia 
ran up on his port, or weather quarter, 
and blanketed him. Then the wily Briton 
made an effort to cross the white sloop’s 
bows, and Captain Haff luffed up to pre- 
vent this. The jockeying, always forcea 
on the yankee skipper, continued until 
the two boats were two miles of tne 
course. This enabled the Satanita to win, 
which she did by a handsome margin. She 
vanquished the Britannia by six minutes 
and twenty-three seconds, and the Vigilant 
by seven minutes and fifty seconds. On 
corrected time, the Vigilant was beaten 
by the Satanita by eight minutes and two 
seconds and by the Britannia three minutes 
and thirty-one seconds. 

The course was nearly all inside. ‘Ine 
Start was made from an imaginary line 
off Ryde, eastward to the Nab :ightship, 
thence to a mark off Spitford, thence to 
@ mark off East Cowes, and to Kyde, 
twice around, a distance of fifty nautical 
miles. There was a light northwest wind 
and a lowering sky portending squaly 
weather when the trio of giants came out’ 
to the starting point ready for battle. No 
skipper apparently expected the breeze to 
increase much, as the yachts carried light 
weather canvas, including big jib topsails 
and club topsails. The wind was on the 
port quarter, as the yachts came for the 
line. The Satanita held the weather berth. 
and the Vigilant was to leeward. They 
crossed the line thus: Satanita, 10:00:04; 
Britannia, 10:00:07; Vigilant, 10:00:08, 

The Vigilant Goes to the Front. 

The Vigilant drew away trom tné 
Brirannia immediately after crossing tne 
line, and the prince’s cutter headed east- 
ward and.passed under her stern to take 
her wind: The’ Vigilant lufféd up and the 
twe yachts started for South sea, with the 
wind almost aheam, when, if they had 
kept their course, they would have had a 
spinnaker breeze. The Satanita took ad- 
vantage of the private duel between tne 
yal kee slcop and the Britannia, broke out 
her enormous side sail and practically won 
the race en the first six miles run. She 
was four minutes and five seconds ahead or 
the Britannia when she gybed around the 
Nab lightship. The Vigilant.and Britannia 
‘had finally given up their luffing tactics, 
and, with spinnakers set. had gone down to 
the Nab only thirty geconds apart. Ine 
Vigilant permitted the Britannia to pass 
her to windward rather than keep up the 
profitless jockeying. In the beat of about 
five miles to the fort spit, the wind fresh- 
ened and the Vigilant crawled up. 

Again she was intercepted bv the Britan- 
nia; both were on the port tack and they in- 
dulged in luffing while the Satanita, also 
on the port tack, was bounding in for the 
spit fort mark boat. 

The Vigilant and Bratannia held the port 
tack only a little while. TLen they came 
about and the Britannia compelled the 
sloop, in self-defense, to enter shoal water. 

Splendid Work te Windward. 

The Britannia went about first... The Vigt- 
lant held no longer. The Satanita was four 
minutes and fifteen seconds ahead of the 
Vigilant at the spit. The yankee sloop had 
gained twenty seconds on the Satanita and 
thirty-thres= seconds on the Britannia in the 
windward work. It was a reach, close 
hauled with the wind on the starboard bow 
for East Cowes. The Vigilant ran through 
the Britannia’s lee, and was forty-six sec- 
onds ahead of her at the mark boat. The 
Satanita had increas:d her lead to six min- 
utes and nine seconds. As the racers turn- 
ed the mark boat and ran down the wind 
for the Nab, on.the sécond round, a misty 
rain almost shut them off from the vision of 
the folks ashore. All broke out spinnakers 
and passed Ryde, on the way to Nab, with 
the Satanita leading the Vigilant by five 
minutes and thirty-five seconds. Since leav- 
ing Cowes the Vigilant gained thirty-four 
seconds which indicates what she might 
have done in the first round, before the 
wind, if she had not been bothered by the 
. Britannia. The Britannia w@gs fifteen sec- 
onds astern of the white sloop at Ryde. 

Off Noman, within about four miles of 
Nab, the Britannia again ran under the 
yankee's stern and blanketed her. Captain 
Haff was evidently losing time in the Brit- 
ish system of racing. The Britannia got 
the better of him by jockeying and led him 
by one minute and twelve seconds at the 
Nab. The Satanita was three minutcs and 
fifty-two seconds ahead of the Britannia. 
Spicaakers and jib topsails were doused and 
the trio stood for the spit fort again. They 
made short legs to starboard and long ones 
to port. The Satanita iced by seven minutes 
at the spit and the Britannia was two min- 
utes and ten seconds ahead of the Vigilant. 

At Home in Rough Water. 

As the tusslers approached Cowes, close- 

hauled, a heavy squall lashed up foame-

The Piaintiff Is Mr. BR. C. Hayden—The 


Property Belonged to His Grandmother. 
Filed by Dorsey, Brewster & Howell. 


Thirteen suits involving Atlanta property 
easily worth a million dollars have been 
filed in the superior court. 

Regarding thirteen as an unlucky number, 
the plaintiff in these suits will shortly, fol- 
low up the start he has made by filing 
twenty additional suits to the same effect, 
and will begin a hard and vigorous fight for 
the recovery of the large and valuable prop- 


erty involt¥ed. 

The suits were filed by Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell, as attorneys for Reuben C. Hay- 
den, and an interesting chapter of Atlanta’s 
earlier history is told in the allegations 
upon which the suit is based. 

Mr. Hayden, who is a young man recent- 
ly of age, is the grandson of Judge Reu- 
ben Cone, who was one of Atlanta’s earliest 
pioneers. Mr. Cone owned a vast extent of 
property in the vicinity of Atlanta. He 
owned the property when Atlanta was 
known as Marthasville, and upon his former 
holdings many of the business houses and 
residences of the city are now located. 

The property was left to Mrs. Lucinda 
Cone, who married Judge Underwood and 
afterward married Mr. James A. Hayden. 
As trustets for the extensive real estate of 
the Cone estate, Mr. James A. Hayden and 
Mr. John Glenn were appointed. 

These gentlemen sold nearly all of the 
property. These sales occurred at times 
when Atlanta dirt was worth hardly one- 
tenth as much as it is now. The property 
formerly owned by Reuben Cone is now 
divided among perhaps one hundred owners. 
It is situated mainly in land lots Nos. 78 
and 79, and some of the most valuable 
buildings in the city are located on it. 

Young Mr. Hayden now comes forward 
with the claim that the deeds made to the 
property by the trustees were defective and 
he now sues for his share in the estate. 
His share is one-ninth of the whole. The 
claims of the other children are barred by 
the statute of limitations. His mother 
signed quit claim deeds to her share in the 
property. 

Much of the property involved is on Ma- 
rietta street. The lot upon which the 
Young Men’s Library building stands is 
said to be involved. Other property on Ma- 
rietta street is in the same fix. The hold- 
ers of the property have all along been ig- 
norant of any defect in their titles and the 
filing of the suits will be in the nature of 
a disagreeable revelation to them. - 

Twenty more suits will follow against 
holders of the property. The trial of these 
suits will make an interesting chapter in 
Fulton county’s litigation and most of At- 
lanta’s early history will be reviewed.

New York Accepts It. 


Augusta, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)—A few 
days ago The Constitution published a spe- 
cial from Augusta about the cotton manu- 
facturers in the east refusing to buy cot- 
ton packed in sugar bags or bag cloth. An 
Augusta merchant has a telegram from New 
York today which reads as tollows: 

“Bag cloth is all right. The cotton ex- 
change here has taken -no action against 
it. Members and exporters interviewed in 
regard to it as merchantable and good de- 
livery. It is rumored to be only a scheme 
to intimidate buyers.”’ 

It seems that circulars have been sent 
out through the south by the jute trust 
to keep the planters from using this bag 
cloth, or sugar bags. A few years ago it 
was used largely when the jute trust ad- 
vanced the price on jute bagging to 10 
and 11 cents per yard. The jute trust is ad- 
vancing jute bagging regularly, and bag 
cloth being so much cheaper, is being con- 
demned to get it out of the way. The New 
York cotton exchange will accept cotton 
loth. jexpert representatives 
is learned, will accept cot- 
ton so baled. Many exporters preter the 
sugar bags to the jute bagging.

TALK OF THE DAY. 


Now that the senate tariff vill has won 
the dignity of law, the discussten vf its 
character will pass irom th2 acute Cain- 
paign stage and the philosophy of its 
provisidns will be discussed by men who 
reason: upon cause and offecit. There is no 
riper mind in Georgia than that of Judge 
Richard H. Clark, and, a characteristic 
unusual among old men, he never makes a 
mistake of memory. He asserts that the 
new tariff bill is the same in principle and 
policy as the one of 1846. In order to under- 
stand the issues arising on the late tariff 
bill between the senate and the house it is 
necessary to know, at least to a certain ex- 
tent, the history of tariff legislation. 


“Ror this particular purpose,” writes 
Judge Clark, “it is not neeessafy to go 
any farther back than the tariff of 1846. 
Prior to that time it had been ever since 
1828 a question upon which the pevple of 
the United States were divided, whether or 
not duties should be imposed with a view 
to the protection of American industries. 
Upon the organization of the whig and 
democratic parties in 1840, the whigs advo- 
cated a protective tariff and the democrats 
opposed it and claimed that a tariff should 
be levied for a revenue only, and, keeping 


revenue solely in view, incidental protec- 


tion to a greater or less extent might be 


a .result. .After the organizations re- 


ferred to the democratic party did not 
come into power until 1845, under the ad- 


ministration of James K. Polk. 


“That administration,” continues’ the 


judge, “began at once, through its secreta- 
ry of the treasury, Robert J. Walker, to 
have a new tariff which should be for rev- 
enue only. He, it is said, drafted the bill, 
which became a law in 186, and it is often 
called the Walker tariff. The democrats, 
although having a divided majority in both 
houses, found much difficulty in passing it 
as a whole, because of the opposition from 
the senators and reprsentatives of Penn- 
sylvania and Louisiana from the low du- 
ties placed upon iron, coal and sugar, and, 
I believe, rice. It will read strangely now 
to say then the majority of the ‘members 
from Pennsylvania were democrats, and 
s0, I think, from Louisiana. By the cOmbina- 
tion betweén all the senators and represen- 
tatives from these states the bill could not 
have been passed without a consession on 
the commodities named, which was made. 
That tariff remained in force until 1861 or 
1862, after the war between the states be- 
gan, Although the whigs had been in power 
for «one administration—that wherein 
Fillmore was president; who became s0 by 
the death of the president, General Taylor, 
in July, 189—under that tariff the nation 
had a more prosperous time than it had 
ever had and the effect was to almost erad- 
icate the doctrine of protection, but when 
the republican party came into power it 


was revived, and finally culminated in 


what was called the McKinley’ bill, which 
carried protection, perhaps as far as the 
tariff of 1828, which was the most of all 
bills odious up to the McKinley bill. 


“It will be perceived from the fore- 


nanan 


the duties on them, to be entitled to much 
consideration now? In view of the. history 
of tariff legislation, was it not tdo radical 
a change to place coal and iron on the free 
list, and to do so just at the time when 
the south was so largely interested in 
trem? It may turn out fortunate, that the 
conservatism of the senate retained a duty 
on these commodities. I am contempora- 
neous with the tariff of 1846, and was a 
democrat then; also, before and up to the 
present—indeed, politically speaking—have 
been nothing else.”’ 


It was mentioned recently that the south 
Atlantic fleet of the United States navy was 
,orced to rely upon English coal bought at 
Montevideo. As a matter of fact the north 
Pacific fleet Was equally as bad off, having 
to purchase its fuel in British Columbia. 
It seems that extensive coal discoveries 
have recently been made in the state of 
Washington, and that a contract has been 
let by which the navy will be supplied from 
mines around Whatcom. That contract in- 
cludes the revenue vessels U. 8S. Grant, 
Rush, Corwin, Bear and others which may 
be within the district at any time during 
the coming year. The test made at the or- 
der of the department by Commissioner 
Folger, has commanded widespread atten- 
tion throughout the United States. It was 
commonly believed that we had no coal on 
the American side for the uses of the navy, 
or at least that pleased the fancy of the 
officers of the vessels, but the tests made 
have completely exploded those supposi- 
tions. It will undoubtedly int2-est cutside 
capital in the development of the unlimit- 
ed coal resources of the Puget sound coun- 
try. 


Secretary Herbert has also under aa- 
visement the prospect o* making Key 
West a coaling station. From that point 
the navy and the merchant craft could 
both be supplied with American coal. The 
Key West Equator-Democrat, speaking of 
this subject, says that as the most south- 
ern harbor ip the country, adjacent to the 
West Indian waters, Key West is a neces- 
sary cruising district, where, if coal is 
purchased, it is necessarily foreign, and 
the profits go +to foreigners. “Key West 
offers a station for the consumption of our 
home mined coal at a low price, of excel- 
lent quality and protected by our flag; 
stored within our own territory. It would 
be supposed tha. naturally our government 
would be animated by pride to have our 
own cruisers, as far as possible, steam with 
American coal, to make possible the mainr- 
ter.ance of depots of adequate capacity 
and supplies. It would seem as if this would 
be a conceded paramount obligation* of the 
government whose flags these ships carry 
with honor wherever borne,’ The action 
of Secretary Herbert in taking up Key 
West’s claim is praiseworthy, and he should 
not rest content until coaling statiors 
are so provided that American coal will 
always be within their reach, instead of 
relying upon foreign supplies. 


“I tell you what it is,” said Mr. H. B. 
Turner, of New York, who was at the Ara- 
gon yesterday. ‘The Constitution’s Wash- 
ington special this morning, showing the 
Status of the baby tariff bills before the 
senate strikes the situation in Washington 
exactly. I have just come from there, and 
I know that the only real controversy has 
been over free coal. The fre, sugar, iron 
ore and barbed wire were put through sim- 
ply as a bluff—I don’t mean by the members 
of the house themselves, but by the powers 
that are back of it all. ‘here has been the 
heaviest kind of lobby on in Washington, 
and they have got very close to the white 
house at some times. One of the men heav- 
iest, interested in the Nova Scotia mines is 
John E. Russell, who ran for governor of 
Massachusetts on the democratic ticket and 
was defeated. Russell has been industrious- 
ly at work on the free coal business, and hig 
arguments seem to have had a strong in- 
fluence with the president. The senators 
will never agree to free c»al unless there 
is reciprocity—that is unless American coal 
goes into Canada free, Such reciprocity 
would give to the Nova Scotia miners the 
New England territory, but they would lose 
all of the territory west of Toronto, and of 
course they are fighting. It is charged by 
some of Mr. Cleveland’s enemies that he is 
personally interested in these Nova Scotia

General Armstrong was a captain in 
the United States army, and at the begin- 
ning of the late unpleasantness, offered 
his resignation to the United States govern- 
ment, but before its acceptance he was 
ordered. to Washington, D. C., and partici- 
pated in the first battle of Manassas, com- 
manding a company in the United States 
army, showing his true worth as afterwards 


‘demonstrated by his serv:.ces in the confed- 


erate states army. General Armstrong’s 
first services in the confederate States ar- 
my was as adjutant for General Ben Mc- 
Collough, and afterwards commanded the 
Tenth Georgia infantry in the battles of 
Shiloh and Corinth. He was then promoted 
and had the honorable distinction of being 
mentioned by General Hood.as one of the 
best officers in his army. I knew something 
of General Armstrong’s brigade, and can 
truthfully say they were as gallant a band 
as ever drew sword under a gallant com- 
mander. Captain Hal H. Walker will be 
here for several days and has been request- 
ed to meet with the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association next Monday night and make 
an address upon that occasion. All are in- 
vited to come and hear him.” 

The announcement that Colonel W. A.

Mr. John R. Merchant Brings Suit 
Against His Wife. 

Mr. John R. Merchant, the broker, has 
filed a suit in the superfor court against 
his wife, Mrs. Rosalie M. Merchant, in 
which he seeks to recover the ownership 
of a certain piece of property located on 
the corner of Highland avenue and Jack- 
son street. 

The suit is an interesting one, and both 
parties, through their respective families, 
have long been identified with this city.

Hubbard, an old pioneer, and Mr. Mer-

The plaintiff sets out «hat he was mar- 
ried in 1867, being at thac time twenty-four 
years of age. He was the secretary and 
treasurer of the Atlanta rolling mill, and 
by strict economy he succeeded in saving 
the small scm of $600. 

This amount he invested in the purchase 
of a lot, 2(0x320 feet, at the corner of Jack- 
son street and Highland avenue, which 
was then on the outskirts of the city. 
His business was such that he could not

purchase and he left the morey in the 
bands of Mr. W. L. Hubbard, his wife's 


father, and by him the trade was con- 


summated. 

Instead of having the deed executed in 
his own name, it was made out to him 
as the trustee for his wife, Mrs. HKosalie 
Merchant. The property was bought from 


W. T. Wofford, of Bartow county, and 
was sold through Colonel George W. Adair. 


He was igncrant of such a flaw in the 


deed until several years afterward. in the 
meantime, he had made improvements on 


the property and had spent as much as 
$3,000 in this way. He mever discovered 
the defect until he had made a sale of a 


portion of the land in 1891, for which he 
had given his bond.

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The Money Question to the Front. 

With ‘the tariff question practically 
disposed of by congress, the financial 
question will continue to grow in im- 
portance until it is settled in the inter- 
ests of justice and equity. While con- 
gress has been discussing the tariff the 
people have been discussing the money 
question. The result is that, today, the 
remonetization of silver has become the 
paramount issue in the mind of the pub- 
lic. 

Selfish interests have tried in vain to 
ignore it, and ignorance has done its 
best to muddle it, but all to no purpose. 
It overlaps and overreaches party lines, 
The republicans are trying hard to put 
themselves in line with the people on 
this great issue. The populists have 
adopted it. And even the prohibitionists, 
who have heretofore dealt only in ques- 
tions of morals, have taken it.up, and 
in two states of the northwest, they 
have declared for the free coinage of 
silver. 

In a great many states the politicians 
have succeeded in smothering the mon- 
ey question with other issués, and in 
momentarily diverting attention from 
it, but it has grown and is still growing 
and by the time the next congress meets 
it will have complete possession of the 
country. All other issues will be sub- 
ordinate to it, and for the best of rea- 
sons. The people will discover as the 
days roll by that no tariff measure, no 
matter how radical, can afford any re- 
lief so long as the standard money of 
the country—which is gold—continues ta 
increase in value as compared with the 
products of human labor. People will 
discover that there can be no relief in 
tariff measures so long as falling prices 
compel those who own money to keep 
it out of business enterprises. ‘ 

The cheapening of products by means 
of tariff reduction is a healthy and 
wholesome process so far as the peo- 
ple are concerned, but the cheapening 
of products by reason of the constantly 
increasing value of standard money is 
& process that kills all enterprise and 
depress¢s all business. There has been 
a little furry in the stock market as the 
result of the passage of the tariff bill, 
but this is purely speculative, being 
based wholly on the expectations of 
those who are waiting for a turn in the 
tide that the’ settlement of the tariff 
question will restore good. times. 

The senate bill is indeed a measure 
of relief to the taxpayers of the coun- 
try, and will better enable them to stand 
the drain on their resources caused by 
the single gold standard than the Mce- 
Kinley law did, but The Constitution 
has never led its readers to believe that 
any measure of tariff reform would at 
this time tend to restore prices and 
business to the eld level of prosperity. 
That result ean only be brought about 
by the settlement of the financial ques- 
tien—the restoration of silver to its old 
place as a part of the standard money of 
the country. In this direction only will 
producers find good prices, laboring 
men good wages, and merchants good 
business. 

The single gold standard means Euro- 
pean wages, European prices, European 
conditions, and the enslavement of the 
‘ people by the money kings, 


Faets About the Tariff Bill. 

There is one fact in regard to the sen-_ 
_ ate tariff bill that has been somewhat 

clouded by the irritating boldness ot 

the agents of rhe sugar trust--namely, 

that the measure is not only “a little | 
better” than the McKinley law, but an 

immense improvement on it. 

The most unsatisfactory feature of the 
bill which the house accepted by such 
a large vote is to be found in the con- ) 
cessions to the sugar trust. Asa matter | 
of course, no democrat and no man who 
believes that the people have any rights 
in this country can endorse the senate 
concessions to the rapacity of the sugar 
trust. But the bill has redeeming feat- | 
ures. The following table, which has 
been carefully prepared, shows the re- 
ductions that have been made in, duties ) 
in, all the different schedules, excepting 
the sugar schedules: i

The differential rate on refined 
sugar can be remedied by. the people 
themselves whenever they choose to 
elect senators who cannot be bought 
by the sugar trust. 

Apart from this, however, the senate 
bill.is one which every democrat can 
honestly endorse, for it reduces taxa- 
tion to the extent of nearly sixty-three 
millions of dollars, and is in the direct 
line of tariff reform. Senator Walsh 
has had a tabular statement printed 
in The Congressional Record showjng 
that the senate bill is not only immense- 
ly better than the McKinley law, but 
far better, as a measure of tariff reform, 
than the Mills bill. . 

We think, therefore, that the demo- 
cratic party can well afford to congrat- 
ulate itself on the fact that it has been 
able to take such a long step forward in 
the direction of genuine tariff reform, 
particularly when, as Senator Vest 
plainly declares, the senate is not a dem- 
oeratic body when the tariff question is 
up for consideration. The bill is a 
measure of relief for the overburdened 
taxpayer, and, while neither it nor any 
other tariff bill will relieve the jfressure 
of hard times that results from the revi- 
val of the demonetization act of 1878, 
yet those who are already suffering 
from the depression will have nearly 
sixty-three million dollars less tax to 
pay to the protected interests, 
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The Income Tax. 

Some people are under the impresssion 
that the new income tax is retroactive. 

This is a mistake. The income tax 
clause of the tariff bill states that from 
and after January 1, 1895, until Jan- 
uary 1, 1900, there shall be assessed, 
levied, collected and paid annually a 
tax of 2 per cent on the amount of in- 
come over $4,000, and that this tax 
shall be assessed by the commissioner 
of internal revenue~-and collected and 
paid upon the gains, profits and income 
for the year ending December 31st, next 
preceding the time of levying, collecting 
and paying such tax. The law cannot 
go into effect until January 1, 1895, and 
no income tax will be paid until Decem- 
ber 31, 1895. 

This is the status of the tax and it 
is in no sense retroactive. People with 
big incomes will not have to pay the 
new tax for nearly a year and a half. 
In that time they will grow accustomed 
to the idea, and will reeognize the jus- 
tice and equity of the tax.

It seemp that this company has: found 
that its export trade in coarse goods 
has been captured by its seuthern com- 
petitors, and it, therefore, asks the leg- 
islature to amend its charter in order 
that the company may build and -oper- 
ate a mill for this class of goods in one 
of the southern states. The stockhold- 
ers met this week and made arrange- 
meuts for raising $600,000 additional 
capital. A site for the new mill has 
not been definitely agreed upon, and it 
is quite likely that a proper presentation 
of the advantages of Atlanta would 
cause the company to establish their en- 
terprise in our city. 

Many of the New England mills are 
quietly laying their plans for a change 
of base and their managers are studying 
the southern field. Now is our time to 
reach out for these big concerns and 
aid them in selecting locations in this 
region. ‘There should be a bureau of 
information connected with the munici- 
pal government of every southern town, 
and all such movements as the one re- 
ported from Lowell should be watched 
and met half way. In the next ten years 
we may expect to see many of the New 
England cotton mills transferred to the 
south.

| Governor W; J. Northen Returns trom

WHERE HE MADE A GOOD IMPRESSION. 


A Country Scorched to Death—Penple 
Looking watd—The Decreased 
Tax Valuatiots in Georgia. 


Seated in a comfortable armchair, in the 
spacious hallway of the mansioui, last night, 
Governor Northen spoke informally of his 
trip to Salem and return. Gathered ground 
him were the members of his family and a 
number of friends, the latter of whom 
always enjoy the evening chats for @#hich 
the governor ts famous. 

“It was with a peculiar sensation,” said 
he; “that I was awoke this morning by a 
negro’s voice crying out, ‘Here she conies 
on time!’ [I Jooked out of the window to 
find that we were passing throuch Martet- 
ta, and ‘on time.’ I was finishing a ride 
thousand miles within thirty-nine 
hours, without a break or an. inconvenience, 
as comfortably situated the whole way as 
if I had been at BKome in my own house. 
Truly the coftveniences of modern travel 
could not have been imagined by our fath- 
ers, who were tired cut by short trips in 
the lumbersomie Stage coach. Here | had 
crossed the state of Missouri, cut through 
the southern part of Illinvis, swept inio 
Indiana, touche@ upon Ohio, pierced the 
breadth of Kentucky, and cornering Tennes- 
see, found myself at last in Georgia. 

“And what a blessed privilege that was. 
One has only to travel to find that nowhere 
is there a better land than ours. On my 
trip out to Nebraska 1 observed large 
stretches of corn, but so devoid or ear as 
to be doubtful of yield, and so scorched 
by the burning rays of the sun as to be 
unfit for forage. As we went west the 
heat increased; not the 86 degrees of At- 
lanta with a stiff breeze, but 110 degrees 
with burning winds which were worse than 
even the sun. Oh, how I Jonhged for a 
grateful southern shade as I looked out 
upon the bare face of the earth with nota 
tree in View. On crossing the Nebraska iine 
the first object I saw was a dead hog, fat 
enough for an agricultural show, but not 
strong enough to resist the blisterfng heat 
of midday. I observed here and there 
herds of gattle, which could find neither 
shade nor'comfort. True, the soil was rica, 
being many feet deep, but the desolation 
of a prairie with August's sun in midheaven 
nuillities the richness of the loam in sight. 

“Arriving in Salem I met a gathering 
of people who, so far as outward appear- 
ances were concerned, might have been 
Georgians: They Hstened té what I had to 
say with the greatest interest, and | be- 
lieve we will hear from it hereafter. Gov- 
ernor. Crounse, in introducing me, spoke 
of that ante-bellum governor of Missouri 
who, after showing tne visiting prince of 
Waies the greatness of his state, slapped 
him on the shoulder and said: ‘Prince, 
don’t you wish you were governor of Mls- 
souri?’ He gave the story a local applica- 
tien, to which I responded that were I 
to become governor of Nebraska, my first 
work would be to convert them to demo- 
cracy. 

“The northwest is in a terrible condition, 
The people are suffering from a drought 
which has hardly been broken since Sep- 
tember last. I found a very friendly feel- 
ing *oward the south, especially on the part 
of old soldiers. Everywhere I went 1 found 
that Georgia was known, and that her 
advantages were being inquired into. They 
are looking down this way, and I believe 
that the invitation which the Cotton 
States and International exposition will 
hold out for travel this way, will bring 
hurdreds, ff not thousands, of /nquiring 
people this way, who will spy out the iand, 
as did Joshua of old, and lead the people 
toward it, » 

“Naturally, I cannot help comparing 
Georgia, now that I have returned honie, 
with the country I have been through. 
We wave here a soil which, while net prodi- 
gal, fully responds to the labor expended 
upon it. We have shade—trees—and if you 
only knew what a prairie farmer would 
give for one of our ten-year-old 
qak trees, you would prize them nrore. Our 
hills and valleys, our rivers and creeks, 
our un@ulating plains, all are so inviting 
that it is hard to speak without falling into 
language of exaggeration. We have the 
garden state of the union. 

‘“T heard much of Mr. Bryan while I was 
in Nebraska. I had seen newspaper reports 
concerning his becoming a populist, but this 
is all denied in Nebraska. The democrats 
there claim that the populists say the same 
of him, only adding: ‘His votes are just 
as we would cast them.’ The opinion of 
both democrats and populists is that he 


‘will be elected to the United States senate 


without a doubt. They both say that they 
will vote for him, He is popular, and ap 
peals to the hearts of the people. 
“Noticing the continued decrease in the 
assessed values of Georgia,’’ said the gov- 
ernor, in answer to a question, “the great 
falling off of from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 
must have a cause. The ptogress of Georgia 
has been steadily upward. Every .year 
since the war shows an increase over the 
year before. It jwas from $4,000,000 to %,- 
000,000 annually.“ Why should this increase 
be brought, not only to a step, but be fol- 
lowed by a decrease that wipes out, inside 
of two years, $40,000,000 in property? Where 


‘is that $40,000,000? The people are as indus- 


trious ‘as ever, and it is not because they 
have ceased to work, and turned in to eat- 
ing up their substance. The farmers are 
better off than ever, more nearly free from 
debt, with good crops and favoring cir- 
cumstances.

The Exposition Bill. 


An official copy of the exposition bill was 
brought to the city by Judge Tompkins yes- 
erday. It is incorporated into the sundry 
ivil service bill as a part of that measure, 
od reads as follows; 

The Exposition Bill. 


“Sec. 3. For an exhibit by the government 
of the United States of such articles and 
materials as illustrate the function and ad- 

inistrative faculty of the government, to 
be made at the Cotton States and Inbterna- 
tional exposition, to be held at Atlanta, Ga., 
in the year 1, and for the employment of 
proper persons as OfffeersS and assistants by 
the board of management hereinafter creat- 
ed, and for the maintenance of the building 
hereinafter provided for, and for other con- 
tingent expenses incidental to the govern- 
ment exhibit, to be approved by the chair- 
man of the board of management and by 
the secretary of the tmeasury upon item- 
Zed accounts and vouchers, $150,000, or s0 
much thereof as may be necessary, to be 
disbursed by the board of management of 
which not exc-eding $10,000 shall be expend- 
ei for clerical services. And to secure a

souvenir of the world’s fair, except the 
French claim, in existence. Last Friday 
congress voted in favor of the appropriation 
of $200,000 for a national exhibit in the 
Cotton States exposition. Of this amount 
$50,000 was set apart for transplanting the 
government building from Jackson park, 
Chicago, to Piedmont park, Atlanta. The 
next day, Mr. Smith, who is chairman of 
the committee on concessions and privileges, 
‘started for Chicago. He has divided his 
time since he arrived between the govern- 
ment building and the concession. and ac- 
counting system used at the world’s fair. 
Samuel Crawford, who, as secretary of ‘the 
world’s fair committee on ways and means, 
bas initiated him in the mysteries of con- 
cession and other officials have assisted 
him in obtaining the information he is after. 

“Last night Mr. Smith, who is at the 
Auditorium ‘hotel, said: ‘I hope we can take 
the government building to Atlanta. The 
government will practically duplicate the 
exhibit it made at the world’s fair, and this 
will be a strong drawing card for us. The 
same exhivit can be installed in our exposi- 
tion for $150,000, for the collecting ang clas- 
sification has all been made. If we get 
the building there we will use one end for 
the negro exhibit. We are working on two 
fundamental ideas—an effort to cultivate 
better trade relations with the South Amer- 
ican countries and Mexico, and the other 
is to show the progress of the negro in 
education and the industria! arts during 
the generation which has elapsed since the 
race in this country was freed from its 200 
ydéars of slavery. The southern people 
have been bitterly criticised because the 
critics said that the white people of the 
south did not give the negro a show. We 
believe the negro will prove by his own werk 
that he has had a show, and I believe that 
the exhibit the black race will make will 
astonish the world. The government ap- 
propriation has given the exposition a na- 
tional character, and we nave assurances 
that it will be international.’ ”’ 

Executive Committee Meeting. 


The executive committee had a_ short 
meeting yesterday afternoon and at it a 
good deal of important routine business was 
attended to. 

Tne action of most general interest was 
the enthusiastic endorsement which the ex- 
ecutive board gave to the proposition for 
an educational exhibit and especially to the 
excellent work which Major Siaton has done 
toward arranging for such an exhibit. 

Major Slaton appeared before the board 
and told them the action of the Georgia 
Teachers’ Association and also of the Na. 
tional Teachers’ Association, both of which 
passed strong resolutions endorsing the ex- 
position and providing for educational ex- 
hibits, ‘The major told of the appointment 
by the Georgia Teachers’ Association of a 
committee from each congressional] district, 
of which he himself is chairman, who are 
to have general charge of getting up such 
an exhibit. He spoke of his visit to As- 
bury Park, where the National Teachers’ 
Association was in session, with 9,000 dele- 
gates present, and of how, after the scope 
of the exposition was fully explained, the 
association, without any dissent, endorsed 
the resolutions providing for an exhibit. 

It is the major’s idea that this exhibit 
should be primarily a southern exhibit and 
should be by no means confined to the cities. 
He wants to show the people of the world 
that the wool-hat boys and the girls who 
wear sun bonnets are just as intelligent 
here in the south as are their sisters. and 
brothers in the north. 

The major’s remarks and sentiments were 
heartily applauded by the members of the 
board and resolutions admitted by Dr.

Ch.wirman Wilkins, of the committee on 
buildings and grounds, made an interesting 
report, showing the work that is going on, 
and reported that a number of architects 
are working on plans to be submitted to the 
board. ‘There are about two weeks left in 
which the architects have to submit their 
plans, and some of the leading men of the 
country are taking an active interest in this 
work and will compete for this brancn of

Dr. Turner's 
worth as a citizen and his ability to repre- 
sent that section of the city, 428 was shown 
by his term in the council,j had made his 
candidacy a strong one and the many

to see him come out. But in a card write | 


ten later in the day the doctor made it ap- 
parent to all of those who were with him 
that he could not well remain in the race 
and do justice to his own business and the 
interest of his family. 

That Mr. Gress should decide to make the 
race for councilman from his ward, those 
who knew the pressure which was brought 
to bear upon him to run for mayor fully 
expected, after it was known that he was 
being importuned to run for the place. 

These were the features of the day among 
the ward politicians, after they had given a 
full discussion to the action of the meeting 
of the city executive committee night be- 
fore last. The action of that committee was 
not lost sight of by those who take any 
interest in local politics and throughout 
the day it was discussed. There were many 
who thought that,the committee had done 
the right thing in deciding upon a general 
primary, while there were aS many more 
who thought that ward primaries should 
have been the thing. Those who favored 
the general primary were, of course, hapgy 
and asserted that they knew that such 
would be the action of the committee, while 
those who wanted it the other way were 
not so well pleased. Whether the general 
primary suits or not it is almost certain 
that all of the wards will have mass meet- 
ings and will at those meetings suggest 
candidates they want voted for at the 
primary. ; 

“You see,” said one of the most promi- 
nent of the men, ‘‘we are not and never 
were bound by the action of that fitty-eight 
at the Chamber of Commerce, and we will 
select our own men. The Gity executive 
committee decided that the city at large 
should selecf our representative and we are 
willing to stand by that, but we reserve 
the right to say among ourselves who we 
want. We are géing to have ward mass 
meetings and among ourselves here we can 
select our own candidates. Then, after we 
have made our own selection we can offer 
them to the voters of the city for their 
approval or disapproval. Of course, it may 
be that in some wards we will select or de- 
cide upon the same name that was sug- 
gested by the committee at the Chamber 
of Commerce. But if we don’t, that man 
won't get many of the votes of those who 
go into the mass meetings. These meetings 
will be held in every ward in the city and 
the setections will receive the support of 
all of the meetings or of those who partic- 
ipate’ in the meecings."’ 

It was not only one, but many of those 
who are interested in city politica? affairs, 
that talked that way. Mr. Welch, of the 
fifth, and Mr. John McWaters, who repre- 
sented the third in the council a few years 
ago, weré among the open and outspoken 
advocates of the measure. 

As to the candidate, the day producgfi 
very little change.

Turner on the north side, of course, left the 
field open to Mr. Charles Northen and the 
present indications are that he will contin- 
ue alone in the race to the end and be 
elected without opposition. That Mr. North- 
en should have a clear field all of those 
who kKpow of the good work he has done 
for the city, in the council and out of it, 
realize. He is one of Atlanta’s most pro- 
gressive young men and has friends by 
the hundreds who are always glad to do 
him a good turn. But none of those friends 
are more delighted to do a good turn for 
another than Mr. Northen.

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 
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The Southern Bankers Report It Un- 
usually Satisfactory. 


Baltimore, Md., August 16.—Letters from 
nearly two hundrod southern bankers scat- 
tered all the way from Maryland to Texas 
in regard to the prospects and business 
conditions in the south, are published in this 
week’s issue of The Manufacturers’ Record. 
With but one or two exceptions these let- 
ters report an annually satisfactory out- 
look for the agricultural and general busi- 
ness interests of the entire south. Tie 
decline in the price of cotton two or three 
years ago forced the southern farmers, whu 
could not continue to borrow money in ad- 
vance on their crops as treely as before, 
to pay more attention to che raising of 
their own food supplies. The result has 
been a steady decrease in the indebted aess 
of southern farmefs brought about by the 
forced economy of the last two yeurs and 
almost without exception the v+yovris from 
the bankers say that the southern farm- 
ers owe less money than at any ‘ime since 
the war. Added to these favorable cor di- 
tions they have the prospect of the lurgest 
aggregate crops, taking grain, cotton, fruits 
and all else in consideration, ever producea 
in the south. While the drought ‘n the 
west has cut short the corn crop cf that 
section, unusually favorable conditions 


crop that it has ever produced. Hven 
should the cotton crop yield from 8,000,000 
to 9,000,000 bales, as it will probably dv, 
providing the season continues favorable 
from now on, the value of the grin e-cp, 
owing to the large production of corn, will 
exceed the value of ine south's «cticn 
crop.

Mubbard, Price & Co's Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, August 16.—Hubbard frice 
Co.’s cotton letter: The light receipts 
of cotton are having the effect of narrow- 
ing thé differences in Liverpool, where the 
nearer deliveries. are stronger than tne 
more distant ones. No change can be said 
to exist in the temper of the market re- 
garding the .uture course of prices, and 
the trade universally expects a deciining 
market as the cotton crop begins to ve 
marketed. The demand from ~xporters 
and spinners is making inroads daily upon 
the cotton in New York, but the feeling is 
so bearish that the trade looks with equa- 
nimity upon the loess of stock here, be- 
lieving that the receipts will soon be large 
enough to overcome any témporary scarc'ty 
in the east. Receipts this week wiil 
probably be 6,500 bales against 12,000 last 
year, and the indications now point to a 
yield of 7,450,000 as the crop of 1893-94. 


Riordan & Co.'s Cotton Letter.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


CHICAGO, August 16.—Wheat—Weakness 
was displayed throughout the entire session 
and prices were %@%c lower at the open- 
ing. English cables showed a ready re- 
sponse to the depression here yesterday, 
quoting Liverpool 1@2c lower. The country 
has apparently filled up, commission houses 
having selling orders for outside account. 
The cash trade reports a sudden increase in 
the country acceptance of bids sent out 
from here last night—more than double the 
day before. This has given rise to free selil- 
ing of September against cash wheat bought 
in the country. The heavy condition of the 
market prevented vigorous selling, . and 
prices: gradually declined. New York has 
been a seller, and reports lower markets 
with a falling off of exports demand for 
cash wheat. Foreign houses have shown lit- 
tle interest on this side. Cables were easier. 
Receipts for tomorrow estimated at 750 cars 
and primary nets still large. 

Corn—Trade at the opening was less 
than for the past few days, with prices 
about ic lower than yesterday, the only 
demand being a few buying orders for out- 
side account. Offerings were large, and, 
with the liquidation of 300,000 bushels on 
stop orders by a local house, prices gradu- 
ally declined, May touching 62%c. There 
has not been enough done in this line yet 
to have any effect on corn, while feeding of 
50,000,000 bushels of wheat might cause an 
advance in wheat, it would have very little 
effect on the price of corn. Today has been 
a consummation of the general liquidation 
and reaction from the bull movement of 
the past week. There is still no en- 
couragement for investors. 

Oats were steady, with a fair trade, but 
heavy at times in sympathy with other 
grains. 

Provisions were brisk at the opening, with 
prices a shade under yesterday’s close, pack- 
ers leading in the selling.

Captain Jackson was not accompanied by 
his family. Mrs. Jackson and the other 
members of the family are now at Lucerne, 
Switzerland. This winter they will move to 
Paris, where Captain Jackson has leased a 
home. 

“I had a very quiet trip,” he said last 
night, “and spent most of the time with a 
number of relatives near London, occa- 
sionally visiting Paris. 

“The place where I was visiting was very 
familiar to me, for it was there that I 
spent several years at college. I was edu- 
cated there and lived for several years 
with my relatives in London. Most of the 
time since I left Atlanta has been spent in 
the suburbs of London.”’ 

Captain Jackson returned to attend to 
several important business matters. , 

He expects his family to remain in Paris 
Or near there for a year and will return to 
that city before the holidays. Captain 
Jackson's intended return was known to 
only a few friends and business associates 
and his appearance on the streéts Was some- 
thing of a surprise. 

He left the city about eight weeks ago, 
just as the McCandless case was no! 
prossed, and went at once to New York, 
from whence he sailed to Europe. As stated, 
he had a most interesting trip and would 
have prolonged it for perhaps two years 
but for the fact that he was imperatively 
called heme to attend to some pressing law 
business.

Our Neighbors Sweltered. 


All day yesterday Atlanta was the coolest 
place in Georgia, and in fact in the entire 
south. The highest temperature was only 
84 degrees, which was 10 degrees cooler than 
the preceeding day. A friendly cloud area 
shaded Atlanta from the hot rays of the 
sun, and while Savannah and Augusta were 
sweltering under a maxlinum temperature 
of 98 and 92 degrees, respectively, Atlants 
was enjoying the remarkably pleasant tem- 
perature of 84 degrees. 

The weather in the southern and gulf 
states at 7 o’clock last night was generally 
cloudy, <lsewhere it was generally clear. 
Light rains were reported from stations sit- 
uated in the lower Mississippi valley, the 
south Atlantic coast states and upper Mis- 
souri valley. The barometer in the west 
and northwest is falling and the tempera- 
ture rising, and from present appearances it 
looks as if another warm wave was devel- 
oping in that locality.

SHE DID NOT POUND CANARY, 


Hler Return to New York Has Been Talked 
oi Extensively—The Picture Taken with 
Her Maid Caused a Sensation. 


Miss Marie Dressler’s litth: Atlanta “ad” 
is a little off color. It has two features, 
the colored maid feature and the husband 
feature. Both are now attracting the atten- 


tion of the Niw York papers. 

When Marie went down to the Whitehalt 
street studfo and ordered one photo of her- 
self in various poses and styles, and follow- 
ing the whim of a momvnt, had a picture 
taken with her colored maid, probably she 
had no idea that they would be so exten- 
sively circulated. But the pictures were 
handed around at a lively pate. 

One of the pictures, which can now be 
seen at the gallery on Whitehall street, is 
a picture of Miss Dressler, posing in imita- 
tion of Lillian Russell, her tormr co-work- 
er and friend. Mrs. Dressler’s cleverness 
in impersonating others is such that the 
picture is about as interesting as that tak- 
en with the maid. 

Marie is back in New York now, and the 
papers are talking about her at a lively 
rate. The reporters kept a keen eye on the 
determined actress “from the moment she 
stepped from the Jersey City ferryboat un- 
til enough time had passed to assure them 
that she was not going to pound Canary, 
the theatrical manager who had landed so 
heavily on her husband, George F. Hopper. 
Tihey expected a biood meeting, but it did 
not come, for which there is a good and 
sufficient neason. That reason, according 
to the New York papers, is that sne tound 
Mr. Hopper’s former wife in possession.

While she was intox.cated with the plaud- 
its of the Atlanta public and whiie her 
blood was fired by the warm sun of the 
cotton belt, Miss Wressler threatened dire 
things againse Mr. Canary. “1 witli sSpuvil 
his race,” she declared to her Atlanta ad- 
mirers. ‘“‘He had no business to treat my 
George in that way. George isn’t pretty, 
but he’s mine, and 1 don’t intend to see h.m 
abused.” . 

‘his martial declaration having been tel- 
egraphed to New York, the Casino was pre- 
pared for a state of siege. Mr. Canary’s 
office was protected with armor plate and 
barbed wire, and a numobper OL sentiies 
were posted at vulnerabie points about the 
buiiding. All reports to the effect that Mr. 
Canary wore a builet-proof shieia ana @ 
baseball mask are, however, pure fabrica- 
tions. Unarmed and undaunted he remained 
at hts post all day yesterday. But Miss 
Dressler did not appear. 

Perhaps she felt ner enthusiasm cool and 
her righteous inaignation evaporating when 
she learned that while she hag been de- 
lighting Atlanta with summer opera her 
“hubby” has been at home with his former 
wife, professionally known as Dora Rh’ne- 
hart. Perhaps, when she learned that Miss 
Rhinehart’s hands had soothed and band- 
aged Mr. Hopper’s gaping wounds and that 
those hands had also served upon Mr. Ca- 
nary the papers in the damage suit Mr. 
Hopper is bringing, she felt that it was also 
the duty of Miss Rhinehart’s hands to dis- 
figure Mr. Canary’s face. At any rate she 
has not as yet been seen about the Casino 
and Mr. Canary retired te rest last night 
unscathed. 

The picture of Miss Dressler and her black 
maid, taken by C. W. Motes, the well-known 
Atlanta photographer, will recell the sensa- 
tion which that young lady’s affection for 
her black serving maid caused among the 
gilded youth of Atlanta. Miss Dressler has 
been the prima donna of an opera com- 
pany which has been playing in the Georgia 
capital for some weeks, and she became 
quite a favorite among the swell young 
men of the city. Her attachment to the 
colored servant she obtained there caused 
a good deal of surprised comment among 
her chivalrous admirers, but they felt their 
devotion a little shaken when this picture 
was taken. But though this photograph was 
the talk of the town for a week, the sensa- 
tion it caused was as nothing compared to 
that occasioned by the scene at the railroad 
station when the opera company bade At- 
lanta goodby. 

In the presence of half a hundred mascu- 
line admirers, representing the fiower of 
Atlanta’ aristocracy, the blond singer threw 
her arms around the neck of her dusky serv- 
ing maid and kissed her again and again. 
With scared, shocked expressions on their 
faces most of the delegation which escorted 
Miss Dressler to the station withdrew, !th- 
out having presented her with the choice 
bouquets they had purchased for the occas- 
ion. She has not got over laughing at the 
joke yet, and Atlanta is still ta‘sing about 
the eccentric actress and her most eccentric 
performance. As for the maid, she is not to 
be approached by the other colored people 
of the Gate City.
